Imam Qasim ibn Ahmad Ash-ShatibI (d. 548 A.H.) wrote a poem, 
consisting of 1173 couplets, about the seven authentic Mutawatir 
Qira-at, which he called Hirz al-Amanl wa Wajh at-Tahanl, it is 
better known as the Shatibivvah .

7) Al-Kisa-I Al-Kufi: He is Abu Al-Hasan W A1T ibn Hamzah ibn 
w Abdillah, originally from w Iraq, born around 120 A.H. to a Persian 
family (non-Arab background). He was given the nickname Kisa-I 
because he made Ihram in a Kisa’ (wrap). He learnt the Qur-an 
from different shiyukh, such as Hamza ibn Habib, his sheikh, al- 
ATnash, w Asim, Shu'bah w an w Asim, Nafi w and others. He travelled 
to Al-Basrah to learn the Arabic language from Al-Khalll ibn 
Ahmad and became the most knowledgable of his generation in 
Arabic Grammar. He is considered one of the classical scholars. 

He authored numerous books and excelled in the science of the 
Qira-at. Students used to flock to him to listen to the entire Qur-an, 
and they even used to record where he stopped and started every 
verse. The Khallfah Harun ar-Rashld used to hold him in great 
esteem and learned from him. He passed away 189 A.H.

His two primary students who preserved his qira-ah are: 

i) Al-Layth: He is Abu Al-Harith Al-Layth ibn Khalid al- 
Baghdadl. He was a righteous man, recited the Qur-an directly to 
his imam Al-Kisa-I, and was his best friend. He died 240 A.H. 

ii) Ad-Durl: He is Hafs ibn w Umar ibn w Abdul w AzIz ad-Durl (150- 
246 A.H.). He was born in ad-Dur, close to Baghdad. He was the 
chief qarl and the first to compile different qira-at, despite the fact 
that he was blind. He is the same Dun who is the student of Abl 
w Amr ulBasrl (the 3rd Qarl), for he studied and preserved both of 
these Qira-at.

Imalah means to incline. Technically, it is defined as the sound of 
inclination of a fathah towards a kasrah, or an alif towards a ya. If 
the sound of inclination is 50% alif and 50% ya, then it is known 
as major imalah (kubra) or idjal A main rule in the recitation of 
Hamzah and Al-Kisa-I is to make imalah for Dthawat ulya. that is 
followed by a mutaharrik letter.

Since hamzah is considered a difficult letter to pronounce; due to 
jahr and shiddah in it, and due to its articulation point being deep 
in the throat and far from the mouth, the qurra' allow changes to be 
made in it to ease the pronunciation (TakhfTf of the hamzah). These 
changes include: tas-hll (easing), ibdal, naql and hadthf. 


Al-Kisa-I makes 1- Ibdal : to replace or substitute the hamzah by a 
letter of madd that corresponds to the harakah of the preceding 
letter. He changes a hamzah sakinah into an ahf, in Surahs 18 & 21 

(jrjr&j and into a waw in 12, 90 and 104: 

2- Naql : the transfer of the harakah of a hamzah to the sakin letter 
before it, then dropping the hamzah.
